The immediate cause of the Union Government's embarrassment is the loss 
of a by-election at Wakkerstroom, in the Transvaal, where the Government candi- 
date was defeated by a Nationalist. The issue was a most important one; for the 
position of General Smuts’s Administration, with a Parliamentary majority of 
only six when the Wakkerstroom seat became vacant, had been made very difficult 
by the Nationalist and Labour Parties, which had been united in opposing it. 

Speaking in the House of Assembly yesterday on the result of the contest, 
General Smuts said frankly that the Government was doubtful whether it still 
enjoyed the confidence of the country, and would, therefore, advise the Governor-

General Smuts’s decision to resign follows 
the defeat of the Government candidate, Mr. 
A. G. Robertson, by Mr. Andries Naude, the 
Nationalist, in a by-election at Wakkerstroom, 
by 213 votes. The figures were :'—

The loss of the seat reduces General Smuts’s 
normal majority in the House of Assembly to 
four, 

The contest was regarded as the most im- 
portant by-election in the Union for many 
years. At the last General Election Mr. van 
der Merwe, a South African Dutchman—which 
was a great advantage in sucha constituency— 
won the seat by a majority of 51; but fast 
November, in the election of a representative 
for the Provincial Council, the Nationalist 
candidate cbtained a majority of 158. 

Mr. van der Merwe died last February, and 
the Government selected Mr. A. G. Robert- 
son, the strongest candidate that it could find, 
to contest the by-election. Mr. Robertson 
was the Administrator of the Transvaal, a 
post which he relinquished on nomination for 
the constituency. 

The Nationalists, too, selected a very strong 
candidate in Mr. Andries Nande,- who was 
wounded in the Anglo-Boer War. and has 
since been a cripple. .The party adopted the 
slogan: “ What did you do in the Boer War?”

BIG SCHEME ON FOOT. 


Sir Robert Ho Tung, one of the richest 
and intluevtial men ef Hong Kong, has ar- 
rived in Great Britain as representing the 
Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce at the 
Wembley Exhibition. He is accompanied by 
his wife and daughter, and has brought over 
with him twenty-one men and women, who, 
under the direction of his wife, will look 
after the silkworm demonstration. Since his 
arrival he has been continually at the Ex- 
hibition, near which he has taken a house, 
expanging with Mr. Alexander, Official Ex- 
hibition Commissiotier, the question of ac- 
commodation for the 120 Chinamen who are 
at Wembley. 

Sir Robert discussed ' with Reuter’s repre- 
sentative the scheme on which he has been 
working for some nionths for the regeneration 
and unification of China. 

“This is a scheme,” he said, “that I am 
working at with all, my heart and soul, and 
our efforts are not ended but only beginnnig. 
The round table conference scheme on which 
f have been workifg since July is going on 
during my absence. The foundation must be 
stronz, and I have a very influential body 
carrying on the work while I sm here. Since 
I started on this scheme for the reform of 
China I went to Shanghai in September, and 
since then have travelled through various 
provinces and seen the principal military and 
commercial people. [ am hopeful that the 
idea will prove successful, but it must take 
time. The task is one of the utmost difficulty, 
a fact that all China’s principal men realise. 
[am convinced it is a move in the right 
direction or I should not have devoted myself 
whole-heartedly to it.” |

Midday -election results from fifty-one 
different provinces indicate that the Faaciat 
majority is being well maintained. © Fitures 
already to hand show that 1,437,252" votes 
have been cast for the Government, as against 
$25,810 for other parties. Tho latter votes 
ire analyséd as follows:—Populat Party. 
212,973; Unitary Socialists, 158.852; Maki- 
malists, 150.055 ; Communists, 87,381 ; Repub- 
licans, 39,610. It is estimated that 62 per 
cent. of the voters.on the rolls have been tc 
the polls. This constitutes a record. Réturns 
at present published show a 64 per cent. ma- 
jority for the Fascist Party. A 25 per cent. 
majority only is required to secure the return 
of the Government list of candidates.

GENERAL SMUTS'S DECISION. 


General Smuts’s decision to ask for an im- 
mediate dissolution of Parliament is com- 
tiented “úpon; . éditorially, by The Times, 
whitch “remarks :— The decision has. clearly 
cóime as Á surprise, but it seems to have been 
regarded as impossible to ignore the result 
of the Wakkerstroom by-election. In Mr. 
Robertson, who resigned his office as Ad- 
minfstrator of the Transvaal in order te con- 
test the seat, the Government had selected 
the Strongest candidate available. His de- 
feat by Mr. Naudie, the Nationalist Party's 
representative, has, perhaps, naturally there- 
fore been taken as a vote of no confidence, 
invested with a significance that goes beyond 
the boufidaries of that particular electorate. 
Indeed, the story of the election reflects the 
general situation throughout the Union. Mr. 
Robertson ‘stood for all the principles of the 
Smuts’s Administration, and he has been beaten 
by the same elements which have combined 
to make the position of the Government more 
and meré untenable. 

How far the personality, the reputation and 
the fighting qualities of General Smuts may 
sway thé country at the election rémains to 
be seen. Seventeen years have passed since 
he first took office as Colonia] Secretary in 
the Government of the Transvaal, and more 
than. thirteen years since he joined General 
Botha’s first’ Administration of thé Union of 
South Africa.. His worst enemies will not 
grudge him his splendid record of service to 
the Union in the troubled times that lie be- 
tween. Yet. leaders of parties in other coun- 
tries than South Africa have discovered to 
their cost that a long term of office is not 
alway$ a recommendation at the polling 
booths. He has had a hard row to hoe, and 
it is both difficult and futile to attempt a pro- 

heey of his political future at this stage.

A FASCISTI VICTORY. 


The Times Rome Correspondent states in a 
message ‘last. night: — The figures for the 
elections “are not yet complete; but the 
returns Ao far available show that 62 per cent.

MINORITY OF NINE.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

_ Another crisis developed in the House of 
Commons to-night, when the Government was 
defeated by 221 votes against 212 on the 
motion for the second reading of the Rent 
and Mortga ze —Ínteres, Restriction Pill 
commonly called the Eviction Bill. The House 
adjourned soon after the division, and the 
Prime Minister will make a statement to- 
day. 

When the Honse assembled in the afternoon 
the Liberal and Labour benches were packed, 
while there was also a very strong muster 
of Conservatives. The leaders of the Liberal 
Party appeared to be in a very serious frame 
of mind when they took their seats. some 
of them, particularly Mr. Lloyd George, look- 
ing as gloomy as executioners. The unusually 
large attendance and the serious atmosphere 
in the House generally was an indication that 
the day was an important one. 

The Government’s promise to amend the 
obnoxious first clause, which threw upon the 
landlords the burdens of the loss of rent in 
cases where unemployed tenants were unable 
to find the money, by transferring the 
liability to the poor law authorities, made the 
bill ne more acceptable to either section of 
the Opposition. 

The discussion this evening was resumed 
by Mr. Pringle, who complained that nothing 
had happened in the interval to make the 
Em any clearer. All that had really 

n done was to sterilise the clause. whereas 
the proper course would have been to with- 
draw it altogether 

POSITION “ UNCHANGED,” 
The -Prime Minister drew ironical cheers 
from the Opposition when he rose to explain 
that the position of the Government had not 
changed. This was an emergency bill, he 
said, designed to meet exceptional circum- 
stances. It had been hurriedly produced, and 
was meant to afford the House the oppor- 
tunity of bending its energies towards 
evolving an acceptable measure. Clause 1. in 
its original form, was, no doubt, imperfect, 
but not so imperfect as to prevent its being 
amended in accordance with the statement 
that had been made by the Leader of the 
House. It was never intended that the whole 
burden should be borne by the landlord, bui 
that it should be a charge upon the com. 
munity as a whole. - 

If the Government ever intended in connec 
tion with the bill to make a departure in un 
sound public finance, proceeded the Premier, 
wny did it ever hesitate about a money re- 
solution? The situation, then, is perfectly 
clear. (Opposition laughter.) That the 
Government never meant in this bill to im- 
pose a charge upon taxation is, was, and will 
remain perfectiy clear. (Laughter and 
lengthy interruption. (A voice—" Is this an 
exercise in badinage?’’) It is an exercise in 
getting a bill properly explained to the House 
of Commons. (Labour cheers.) 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain—What is the mean- 
img of the phrase which [I take from the 
speech of the Lord Privy Seal of Friday ?’—* I 
have not said one word to indicate the view 
that the Government proposed recouping the 
local authorities from State funds.”’ 

Mr. Macdonald—Mr. Clynes referred to the 
fact that the whole question must be con- 
sidered. That is a question which, of course, 
the Government wil] be prepared to examine. 
This House has again and again been impos- 
ing charges on the rates, and this Govern- 
ment—any Government—will have, at no 
very distant date, to re-consider the whole ques- 
tion of statuiory responsibility in relation to 
local authorities and expenditure. The 
Government knows perfectly well the burden 
that certain of the poor districts have had 
to bear in connection with unemployment, The 
assumption is that this bill means an extra 
burden. But the Government have already, 
by the closing of the unemployment gap, taken 
a very substantial burden off the local authori- 


ties. 
CONSIDERED POLICY. 

In pursuit of a carefuHy-considered policy 
of taking more and more of these special 
charges off local authorities and putting them 
on other funds, the Government have already 
lone something, or propose to do something. 
which will mean a difference 
authorities of ten or eleven millions. (Labour 
cheers.) Nobody who seriously means to con- 
sider túis proposal is going to assume that it 
is going to stand alone on its financial basis. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain—The Prime Minis- 
ter has not yet told us what that proposal is. 
Se gue rae cheers. ) 

Mr. Macdonald—May I just finish this 
point? The policy of the Government 
towards State aid or the readjustment of 
burdens is being developed in other bills as 
well as this. I beg hon. members not to 
isolate this bill from the scheme of bills. The 
amendment is this: it makes the proviso that 
'“no order should be issued until the tenant 
has had a reasonable opportunity of applying 
to the local Poor Law authority for relief, and 
the authority has had an opportunity of een- 
sidering any such application.” (Opposition 
laughter and ironical cheers.) 

There were loud cries of ' Order ” from the 
Government back benches, and Sir Kingsley 
Wood, rising, was greeted with cries of *‘ Sit 
down.”’ 

The Speaker—Hon. members will have an 
oppertunity later. 

Lerd Hugh Cecil asked whether the Prime 
Minister ought to receive more. indulgence 
than any other. 

The Speaker—Certainly not; but it is my 
duty to see that any statement from the 
front Government bench should receive reason- 
able attention.

Some of- this was for the family. at The Castle 
and a considerable quantity in a number oi 
joints of 10lbs.. each» for employés on. the 
Blarnéy Estate and the Ardrun_ Estate 
On Christmas Eve, about 2.20: o'clock, 
some sixteen . parcels of meat for 
the Blarney employés arrived at the Castile. 

All 
were placed on the kitchen table: before, the 
cook. ‘Later that evening the several em- 
nloyés took each: his i0lb.. joint away. Sir i 
George Calthurst’s agent,«.Mr..-French, was 
staying at. the castle on the 26th, 27th, and 
28th December. Some wf the employés told 
him on the 28th that the mect they got was 
bad and uneatable. He naturally got angry, 
but instead of testing the truth ot the com- 
plaint by inspécting the meat on the spot, he

At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin. Cor-' 
poration, Aldermian Byrne drew atteniion to 
« letter which appeared in the Dublin morn- 
ing papers, signed “Edwin M. Lloyd,” con- 
taining the insinuation that the Dublin Cor- 
poration was responsible for the holding-up of 
the re-building of Sackville street. by one of 
the Committees holding y 
construction. He would like to know if the 
statemenis in the letter were true. 

The Lord Mayor suggested that a copy ef 
the letter be sent to the Reconstruction Com-- 
millee 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that she thought 
the letter contained wild statements, as the 
Kieconstruction Committee were not dealing 
with the whole of O'Connell street, but only 
with two or three houses. The letier was not 
so accurate as it might be. 

Mr. Ignatius Rice, the Law. Agent,  ex- 
pained that the Reconstruction Committee 

‘ad approached the Department of Loval 
Government with a view to getting the De- 
partment to introduce legislation similar to 
that introduced by the Chief Secretary in 
1916 dealing with the lower part of the 
street. The bill was under consideration for a 
considerable time, and in a recent interview 
the Department: stated that the hill was -in 
the hands of the official draughtsman. Owners 
“f houses in the street were not prevented 
from ‘lodging plans aud proceediue with ihe 
re-ouilding ; but that would be at their own 
risk, and they might have to re-model them 
f the buildings were not in accordance wiih 
‘he Reconstruction Act. 

Un the motion of Alderman Byrne. 
secondel by Alderman T. Lawlor, a resolution 
“as passed requesting the Minister for Loca! 
‘overnment to expedite the passing: into law 
of the Dublin Raconstruction Bill. 

THE POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

Alderman Murphy moved: “ That this 
Council demands that all political prisoners 
vhether sentenced or interned, ‘should be at 
once released.”’ He had in mind, he ‘said, 
the prisoners in jails not alone in Ireland, 
but in England and Scotland. It was about 
time that attention should again be focussed 
on the condition of these men. Up to the 
present the people who had been dealing with 
‘lis question were those who might be termed 
Anglo-Irish Ministers. In. putting the mo- 
tion, he would add that. if pa . It should 
be sent to the headquarters of the British 
Government, and not to their agents here in 
Ireland. He thought it was time that the 
wing of England and his Prime Minister 
should be called on to release all prisoners 
including the Irish political prisoners. In 
connection with the case of an attack with a 
hatchet, where the man was found to be in- 
sane, the decision of the Court was that he 
should be detained “during His Majesty's 
pleasure.” He took it from that that His 
Majesty King George was still chief jailer in 
Ireland, and he thought the resolution should 
be sent to the British Government. 

Alderman O'Reilly seconded the motion. 

Councillor Lawlor, supporting the motion, 
appealed for the release of al! political 
prisoners. If the Republican Party were in 
power to-morrow, and arrested people of 
the Free State, he would take up the same 
attitude on this question A rumber of 
prisoners were workers, and it was because of 
that that he urged they should be allowed to 
return at once to their homes, to their wives 
and families and children. 

Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington supported, and 
said that there were three parties to be held 
responsible—the British . Government, the 
Parliament in Northern Ireland, and the 
Parliament in Dublin. The British Labour 
Premier had indicated his willingness in the 
. matter if there was a strong demand in the 
country, and they could only take that. to 
be genuine. until it was proved insincere, 
Some of the prisoners were broken mentally 
and physically, and they had been refused 
the demand made for the establishment of 
an independent Committee io investigate 
conditions in.camps. It seemed. to indicate | 
that the authorities had something to conceal 
when they would not allow the setiing up of 
the Committee. ; 

Councillor Stritch said he would agree with 
the resolution in so far as 53t applied to un- 
tried prisoners, but not in so far as those who 
were sentenced were conze‘ned, Those who 
were sentenced had bean sentenced by. law. 

Councillor Daly said that he held that there 
was no justification for retaining the 
prisoners. If they wanted a return to peace 
in the country, the prisoners should be 
allowed out. 

THE MIND OF THE FEOFLE. 

Councillor M. J. Moran said that he 
thought it was a matter for the Government, 
and not for the Corporation. The Govern- 
ment had been elected only six months ago, 
and, therefore, knew the minds of the people 
better than the Corporation, which was a 
dying body. 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly said that scme people 
in the Corporation intended fo live a long 
time yet, and would make themselves heard 
and felt in trying to bring back a little 
Christianity to the minds of partisans. 
Prisoners had been sentenced very often by 
officers who were not fit from many points of 
view to do justice. - They knew that the 
sentences were farcical, and they also knew 
that the Government in whose name the 
sentences were given would not: last another 
six months; but if they could hasten the 
liberation of the prisoners by one’ hour they 
should do so. 

Alderman Lawlor declared ‘there would be 
no peace or security in the country ao long 
as the prisoners were in jail. | 

The Lord Mayor. said that he feit he would 
be going back on the principles of :his whole 
life if he did not vote for the resolution. If, 
however, it was the iatention of Alderman 
Murphy that the resolution be sent to the 
British Government, he was not going to 
vote for it. If they were sending the resolu- 


tion to the authorities in this country, then | 


he would vote for it. He merely wanted to 
make his ition clear. 
The resolution was carried by 28 votes to 4. 


A number of members did not vote. 


A SANATORIUM FARN. 

When the report of the Tuberculosis Com- 
mittee of Management relative to,a farming 
scheme in connection with Crooksling Sana- 
torium was read, 

Alderman Clark said that he was in great 
difficulty to know. what to do, but he was 
inclined to move that the report be sent 
back to the Committee, with the request that 
steps be taken to dispose of the farm. The 
report dealt with an experiment in municipal 
farming, and they would have known nothing 
about it but for the Accountant's report. 
According to that report, huge losses were 
entailed in running it. .In 1925 the loss was

Octaber. 18th, 1923, fraudulently induced 
Patrick J. O'Malley to endorse a cheque by 
means of false representation, purporting that 
it was-a valid order for £450, was put for- 
ward for sentence, 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.), who defended, said 
that. he understood that £500 had been made 
up to recoup Mr. O'Malley for the loss he 
had suffered, but that it had now been with- 
drawn. 

‘The accused said when he got Mr. O'Malley 
to éndorse the cheque he had no intention of 
defrauding him. He felt very 
poitited aí the way that the State had pressed 
the case against him. and ‘that his past ser- 
vices had not been taken inte consideration. 

Mr. Carrigan said that he had received a 
telegram from the Glasgow police stating that 
there was at present a warrant out Noe the 
prisoner for defrauding a man of £500. 

His Lordship said that the prisoner had 
occupied a most responsible tion as a re- 
presentative man and a politician. He had 
pleaded guilty of obtaining money by false 
pretences, and if had been stated on Friday 
that the money: would be forthcoming. The 
money was not now forthcoming, and he could 
not pass a smaller seritence than three years’ 
penal servitude. 


BLACKROCK FACTORY ROBBED. 


Thomas. Dwyer was indicted for having on 
2ith Uetober conspired with others to commit 
a robbery and with having robbed the Black- 
i rock Hosiery Company. 

Myr, Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instraeted by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecated. and Mr. Lynn (insiracted by Mr. 
O hUadhaigh) defended the prisoner. 

Mr. Carrigan said that in the middle of the 
day four men were concerned in this very 
audacious hold np, the actual robbery being 
carried out by men named Creighton, Dugdale, 
and Brady, who were associated with the 
accused. “When the arrests were made, 
Creighton. who was wanted by the military, 
was transferred to. their care and interned, 
but his state. of health prevented him taking 
his trial. Brady had ded guilty and had 
been punished, while dale had escaped. 
Dwyer had made a full confession to the 
police and urged the usual explanation that 
they had been acting under orders of a certain 
organisation. ) 

Mr. George Crawford, an employé of the 
Blackrock Hosierv. Factory, said that between 
12 and 1 o'clock he and the staff in tite office 
were ‘held up ” by a man who was armed 
with a revolver. ‘With this man were two 
others, one of whom was Creighton. The 
money to pay the week's wages to the staff 
and workmen was made up in packages and 
was seized by the men, who went off after a 
stay of about twenty minutes. 

Detective Officer Doddy said -that when 
charged with the offence the acensed, in the 
presence of Creighton, stated it was an 
** official [:R.A. hold up.” On Creighton they 
found a sum of £21 and on Dwyer £1. Ina 
further statement Dwyer said: “I knew 
that Creighton, Dugdale, and. Brady were 
going to “hold up’ the: Blackrock Hosiety 
Company. I suggested that it would be an 
easy place for a “hold up,” and pointed out 
to Creighton that, there being 60 employés re- 
ceiving £2 a week or more in wages, the ‘jot, 
would mean well over £100. The ‘job’ was 
then. carried ‘out successfully, but I took no 
part in it. I received £4 from Creighton on 
the following day. in a publichouse, and he 
promised to give me ‘more. The money was 
to be given by Creighton. to a captain in 
Dublin to buy arms.” 
For the. defence, Mr. Lynn said that after 
twelve months* in: pfison. the accused was 
brought to trial. and the only evidence against 
him was‘this alleged confession. 
The. prisoner was found guilty, and was 
sentenced to. three vears’ penal servitude.

‘The Beggars’ Opera ” |

it as a “well-known ” work. As a matter of 
fact, it was not well known until four years 
ago—not known at all, |indeed, except to a 
few specialists im musical antiquary lore— 
since early in the last century. bh had gone 
out of currency.

But for a century after is first production 
in 1728 it had been almost ,continnousiy 
popular, and seldom in ‘that period was 
allowed to lapse from the theatre for long. 
In course of time it had undergone many 
changes. . The original text did not, indeed, 
demand any very special respect. It  con- 
sisted of.popular songs losely strung together 
in a libretto that contained no very remark- 
able plot, and successive theatre managers, 
who contmued or revived the work, believed 
themselves free to replace some of the 
numbers by other songs; which had become 
popular in the meantime, or were preferred 
by particular artists engaged in the piece, It 
was in the spirit of the |piece that it should 
be so handled. John Gay, the friend of Pope, 
in putting it together, (certainly took care 
to include songs to suit the ertists chosen 
for the production, © i : 

One gathers, however, that the continuation 
of the process brought | about at length a 
loss of character, and the work decayed and 
fell to ruin. In the present version of the 
historic ballad opera, prosented at the Lyric 
Theatre, Hammersmith, by Mr. Nigel Play- 
fair, on Sth June, 1920, every possible effort 
has been made to recaptiire the spirit of the 
original work, much of which (as the note in 
the programme says) was “improved away” 
in the representations of the early nineteenth 
century. The work of} selection has been 
much helped by Mr. Arnold Bennett. The 
versions of the tunes us~d have been taken 
from contemporary <¢ighteenth century 
editions, and many beautiful and characteristic 
numbers omit in later tunes have been re- 
stored. The whole of jhe music has been 
newly arranged and (composed by Mr. 
Frederic Austin. The incidental music and 
accompaniments are played by a small chamber 
orchestra, which includes|strings, wood wind, 
and a harpsichord. Thp particular harpsi- 
chord used last night was made in 1784. The 
musical direction was in the hands of Mr. 
Eugene Goossens, senior, who was at one time 
a familiar figure in Dublin through his long

THE FREE STATE AND TURKEY. 
TO THE EDITOK OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Siz,—Although we are being treated to a 

first-class political sensation on the question 

of the ratification by the Free State of the 

American Liquor Treaty, there has been no 

reference to the fact that the Free State has 

been definitely committed to en- 
gagements of the utmost seriousness in con- 
nection with the Lausanne Treaty with 

Turkey. Under this Treaty, the British 

Empire is p to come to the: aid ‘of 

Turkey in certain eventualities. The guar- 

antee thus given evoked considerable. discus- 


sion and opposition in the British House of 


Commons last week, where a keen realisation 
of its dangers was displayed and the pos- 
sibility of war arising out of it was empha- 
sised. Itis, therefore, exceedingly strange that 
the obligations imposed on the Free State by its 
assent to this guarantee were not fully de- 
bated in the Dail before such assent was signi- 
fied to the British Government. That such 
assent has been Fa by the Free State was 
definitely stated by the Prime Minister during 

progress of the House of Commons debate 
of last Tuesday. Why were not the Jrish 
people informed beforehand of the serious-- 
ness of the proposed? Why was this 
obligation entered into without reference to 
the elected representatives of the Irish 
people? 

As the matter is of the utmost importance, 
the following facts in connection with the 
Lausanne Treaty should be made known: 
The British plenipotentiaries—Lord Curzon 
and Sir H. Rumbold—who negotiated the 
Treaty were appointed with the knowledge 
and approval of the Dominions, and directly 
empowered to act for them in the capacity 
of. Imperial plenipotentiaries. This was made 
abundantly clear by the British Prime 
Minister in his speech. The Prime Minister 
also. stated that tite Dominions had been kept 
in touch with all stages of the negotiations 
and that, therefore, their Governments were 
fully a ” Ea AC NA to which the 
signatures of the plenipotentiaries pledged 
them. Further, the Treaty, when signed, was 
printed and circulated to the Dominions three 
months before the Imperial Conference, and, 
though it was explained and discussed at the 
Conference, no objection was raised to its con- 
tents. It is, therefore, evident that the 
clause (Clause 18 of the Straits Convention), 
which a large percentage of well-informed | 
British — regarded as imposing dan- 

eroug obligations on the Empire, was well 
nown to the Vree State authorities, Yet, 
they. signified ‘heir unreserved acceptation á 
it without informing—to say nothing of com- 
sulting—the people whom they were, com- 
mitting. 

With Turkey re-established in Europe, the 


~old cycle of intrigue and Wiplomacy which for 


years kept. the Near East in a ferment, cul- 
minating in the Great War, starts anew. The 
settlement which re-establishes her has been 
assented to, and guaranteed by, the Im- 
perial Government, with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of the Free State authorities. The latter 
have agreed to the three stages of negotiation, 
signing one ratification of atreaty which con- 
tains for the Irish people only the doubtful 
advantage of participation in a future Balkan 
‘or world war, Eighteen months have elapsed 
since the Turkish Treaty ings were 
initiated, Fight months ago the Treaty was 
signed. Last week the British Premier 
stated that the Free State had no difficult 

in assenting to ratification, and the Trish 
people are pledged to serious external com- 
mitments without their knowledge. Why 
have the people been kept in the dark !—

THE INCOME TAX.

Srz,—On the 20th March I applied to the 
British Revenue authorities for a refund of 
the income tax deducted from six shares in 
the Nationa] Bank, Ltd., for the year ended 
5th April, 1924. I duly received that portion 
of income tax deducted between the 5th April, 
1923, and 30th December, 1925, with a letter 
explaining that “the dividends in question 
have been subject to a deduction in respect 
of Irish Free State tax as part accrued after 
the 6th April, 1923. The amount of the 
deduction was Ild. in the £, and thus the 
rate of tax applicable to the dividends for 
the year 1923 is ós. 8)d. in the £ only.” 

Naturally I applied to the Free State 
Revenue authorities for the balance of tax. 
The following interesting letter I received in 
reply :—' The Revenue 


mmissioners inform 
(you) that in their opinion Saorstat income 
tax does not fall to be deducted from the 
dividends to which her letter refers, and that 
it | not appear from the vouchers that any 
deduction in respect of Saorstat income tax 
has in fact been made by the National Bank. 
The statement on the warrant regarding 
income tax is understood to have reference to 


British income tax only, and any question | 


arising with regard to it is a matter for 
settlement between (you), the bank and the 
British Revenue.” 

How am I to get: back the balance of the 
tax that both Governments admit has been 
withheld from me! I am unable to pay a 
few thousand for. a law suit, and it seems to 
me. that is the only remedy.
